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Continuatir^ of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments focused on the following: 

A) Lanier fails to teach receiving, at the viewer's terminal, a plurality of virtual object comprising first virtual objects intended for the view's 
terminal and second virtual objects intended for other terminals. 

B) Esch fails teach receiving the group assignment matrix and retrieval plan at the viewer's terminal through the television program 
delivery system, and executing the retrieval plan at the view's terminal to select one or more of the plurality of virtual objects. 

C) There is no motivation to combine Esch with Lanier. 
Examiner disagrees. 

A) The examiner does not agree for the following reasons: During patent examination, the pending claims must be '*given >their< 
broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification." > In re Hyatt, 211 F.3d 1367, 1372, 54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. 
Cir. 2000). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the 
possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 162 USPQ 
541, 550-51 (CCPA1969). 

In this case, Lanier teaches this limitation because Lanier allows users to view a single virtual world through multiple output terminals, 
(column 3, lines 60-70) Depending on the relative relationship between the output terminal and the virtual world, different objects are 
displayed in different terminal, (column 2, lines 63-column 3, lines 5) Therefore virtual objects intended for one output terminal may be 
different from that of another. 

B) Esch teaches this limitation because each of its remote viewer's terminals has its own matrix switch, (column 5, lines 1-8) The matrix 
signals sent by the communications satellite must first be deciphered through these matrix switches before they can be displayed to the 
user, (column 9, lines 35-66) Therefore, 

C) In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Esch provides the motivation to combine its teaching with Lanier's method that is to allow 
customized entertainment content (in this case the Virtual World) to be distributed through television network, (column 40-53).. 
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
